In¬ 
cidentally, the physician was 
George Haten an American 
who came to China after re¬ 
ceiving his medical training, 
became interested and sup¬ 
portive of the Chinese Com¬ 
munists cause and remained. 
He adopted the Chinese name 
of Ma-Hai-Teh and married a 
Chinese woman. For the first 
time he returned to the U.S. in 
the early 1980’s for a visit. 

Nomura, ironically, was 
recruited for his wartime ser¬ 
vice after he and his family 
were interned here in one of 
our wartime internment 
camps. He found camp life 
very boring. There was noth¬ 
ing to do. When the Army 
approached him to do special 
intelligence work, he eagerly 
jumped at the chance. Inten¬ 
sive training followed and ten 
he Joined "Dixie Mission" in 
Yenan.

moved to Sierra Madre 
and opened a produce store 
near where Household Bank 
Is today. Sho's sister is wiell- 
known Sierra Madrean Helen 
Oba/.awa. 

It is interesting to note 
what was taking place in 
China during the war. We 
considered Generalissimo 
Chinag Kai-shek our great 
ally. Very popular in the 
U.S., too. was the 
Generalissimo’s beautiful 
wife, a Wellesley graduate 
(She is still alive tcxiay and in 
our mid 9()’s). She made trips 
to the U S., pleaded the Na¬ 
tionalist cause and we re 
sponded by sending war 


equipment to Chiang. 
Chiang. however, was having 
his own troubles. More than 
the Japanese (xrcupation was 
the growing strength of the 
communists. He knew the 
showdown war between the 
two Chinese factions was 
coming. He used most of our 
aid. instead of fighting the 
Japanese, to be stored against 
the day he would be fighting 
his communist brothers. So 
with the communists actually 
government was also very 
corrupt. The thought is ex¬ 
pressed by those who were 
there that if after the war we 
would have sided with the 
communists instead of 
Chiang. then the Korean and 
Vietnam Wars might have 
been averted. 

The "Mission" people be¬ 
came friends with many of 
the communist old guard, 
such as Moa Tse-tung and 


Chou En-Lai. Nomura's 
photo album contains photos 
of many of these men who 
became top Chinese officials. 
It also contains an invitation 
Nomura made to invite a long 
list of these Chinese leaders 
to a Christmas Eve party 
given by "The Mission" to 
share some of our culture 
with them. They attended 
and the men on the list 
autographed their names in 
the invitation for Nomura. 

After the war Nomura 
served for five years as Japa¬ 
nese interpreter for General 
Douglas MacArthur. He met 
his wife. Florence, in Japan. 
She was originally from si¬ 
erra Madre but her family had 
gone to Japan for a visit and 
when ware was declared 
were unable to get out and 
return home. 

In iv78. a former "mis- 


travel business, planned a re¬ 
union trip to China for the 
"Mission" men and their 
wives. Relations with Red 
China were only beginning to 
open up for Americans to 
travel there. This travel agent 
made contacts with old 
friends there, it was an ex¬ 
pense free trip, they were 
welcomed with open arms, 
given large parties banquets 
in the Great Hall and treated 
warmly in all their travels. 

In 1991, although by this 
time most of the old guard 
had died, they were invited 
back again. Their host, and 
still alive from their wartime 
friends was Huang Hua. He 
was Liason Officer for the 
Chinese Communists to the 
Dixie Mission. He has been 
ambassador to the U. S. and 
is the former Foreign Minis¬ 
ter of the Peoples Republic of 
China. Once again the Dixie 
Mission people were given

Ola Smith 

Ola was a U.S. Army 
Chief nurse on the Island of 
Leyte in the Philippines. She 
served in 126 General Hospi¬ 
tal, the largest in history. 
They were all in tents, includ¬ 
ing the patients. They put tar¬ 
paulins over the patients 
when it rained and Ola said it 
rained all the time. She had 
four wards of 70 patients 
each, all wounded and most 
had additional illnesses like 
malaria. 

"It was the 
most 
wonderful 
thing. It had a 
flush toilet.” 

The nurses worked 12 
hours a day, 7 a.m. to 7 p.m., 
for 30 days, then got one day 
off. The hospital was in the 
jungle, so on their day off 
they were allowed to go to the 
coast where the Red Cross 
had a shelter for them. Ac¬ 
cording to Ola, “It was the 
most wonderful thing. It had 
a flush toilet.” 

Ola says they were not 
very beautiful. They wore 
khaki pants and long sleeved 
shirts because of the danger 
of flash bums. They had to 
cut their own hair with ban¬ 
dage scissors, then kept it tied 
up in a scarf.

Today, a lovely Ola can 
smile as she says, “1 guess the 
funniest thing that happened 
to me was when I was getting 
a patient, who was badly 
wounded, ready to go back to 
the States on a hospital ship.

He said, ‘Gee, you know it’s 
going to be wonderful to see 
a girl again.

He said, ‘Oh 
Lieutenant, I didn’t mean 
you. You’re GT. “

Dr. Hadley introduced 
Mary by telling us that she 
had been a U.S. Navy Yeo- ' 
man stationed in Washington ' 
D.C., perhaps the most peril¬ 
ous duty of anyone. She re- i 
sponded, “We referred to the i 
duty as the Battle of Wash¬ 
ington.” ■ 

Included in Mary’s work 
was following Congress, she 
participated in the Congres¬ 
sional hearings on the unifi- ' 
cation of the Armed Services. 
However, her first memory 
of Washington was, “I was 
coming around a comer very 
fast and ran into this man. We 
nearly knocked each other 
down. When I looked up I 
saw he was the Secretary of 
the Navy, Frank Knox. We 
looked each other up and 
down and went on our way.” 

Of the pleasant special 
events in Washington, Mary 
said that two in particular 
stand out in her mind. One is 
the return of Eisenhower. 
“That smile of his was real. I 
was standing near the White 
House as Eisenhower came !

He got 
back in the jeep, not paying 
much attention and when the 
jeep started up again, he 
nearly fell out. All he did was 
laugh. Then he went in to re¬ 
port to Congress.”

^World's Smallest I 
Birds' Presented at 
Garden Club 
Meeting 

Rancho de Duarte Garden Club members and guests were privileged to have Robert and | 
Ester Tyrrell present their program on Hummingbirds, on Tuesday, Dec. 5. i 

The Tyrrells are a husband and wife team of adventurers who have travelled more than ' 
80,000 miles and devoted the past 17 years to the study of nature’s smallest birds. j 

Mildred Shaw, program chairman, explained that their show was based on their highly 
acclaimed book. Hummingbirds of the Caribbean. 

Robert is the world’s premier photographer of hummingbirds which, in turn, are the most 
difficult of all birds to photograph. Articles and photos by the Tyrrells have appeared in Na¬ 
tional Geographic, Natural History Magazine, Wildlife Conservation and both National and 
International Wildlife. 

Their first book, written by Esther, is Hummingbirds: Their Life and Behavior, now in its 
13th printing. The book has been praised by the L.A. Times, the C hicago Tribune, Newsday, 
and the San Francisco Chronicle. 

Their Dec. 5 presentation was based in part on their highly acclaimed second book. Hum- j 
mingbirds of the Caribbean. Their new children’s book. Hummingbirds; Jewels in the Sky 
was published recently, its first printing sold out in 17 days. 

The Tyrrells have photographed hummingbirds around the world. They have slogged 
through crocodile infested swamps, fought off poisonous snakes and unrelenting mosquitoes, 
all in the search for rare hummingbirds. 

They recently made history by travelling to a remote crocodile swamp where they were 
successful in locating and photographing the Cuban Bee Hummingbird, reported to be the 
world’s smallest bird at 2" from the tip of its bill to the tip of its tail. 

Hummingbirds are found only in the Western Hemisphere, according to the Tyrrells, from 
Alaska to the southern tip of Cuba. They are adaptable and can live in any kind of weather; 
cold, hot, very dry or humid. They can live in swamps, jungles, pine forest, on snowy peaks 
and even in deserts. 

Most hummingbirds live near the equator because the flowers from which they feed grow 
year-round. Most of the hummingbirds that live in the U.S. must migrate great distances in 
the winter to areas where there is adequate food and a warmer climate. 

Because they have the best flight ability of all birds, hummingbirds are sometimes called 
“nature’s helicopters.” Every bird can fly forward, but hummingbirds can fly backward, to 
the right, to the left and straight up. They can even fly upside down. Their rapid wingbeat also 
enables them to remain airborne. This is called “hovering.” 

Male and female hummingbirds don’t even like each other, even during the mating sea¬ 
son. However, they do have to mate. Esther Tyrrell is one of the lew people to have witnessed 
“X-rated” hummingbird behavior. 

Mating is an ordeal for them. The female doesn’t want the male hanging around one sec¬ 
ond longer than necessary. They mate in midair and she drives him away. She flies away to 
her nest, but is a good mother. She takes good care of her babies until she feels they are old 
enough to be on their own. 

The Tyrrells wonderful photography and narration left everyone in the audience breath¬ 
less. After autographing all their books and answering many questions every agreed; “No¬ 
body doesn’t like hummingbirds.” 

They are just like Sara Lee in that respect, according to Mildred Shaw.

The Dec. 12 AUSD Governing Board meeting began with 
a presentation to four AHS Senior girls who scored extraor¬ 
dinarily high on the SAT test. 

Soo-Jin Cho scored 1570, Nora Harms scored 1580, 
Catherine Jun scored 1580 and Shirley Hung scored a perfect 
1600. (She is one of only four students in the U.S. to do so). 
Each girl was presented with a certificate by Governing Board 
president Mike Lamb, who asked them how they felt when 
they found out their scores. “I was hysterical,” remarked one 
of them. 

On the Action agenda, a presentation was made of the 
district's annual audit report, prepared by the CPA firm of 
Vicenti, Lloyd and Stutzman. Overall, the report was favor¬ 
able for the Arcadia School District. There were no audit ad¬ 
justments. Attendance was checked and the various school 
sites in the district were visited by the firm. 

The first interim financial statements were prepared and 
certificate of solvency was approved by the Governing Board. 
This certification is based on reports of the financial and bud¬ 
getary condition of the district. Again, the Arcadia School 
District reported a positive balance at the end of the fiscal year.

And finally, revisions were discussed in the law regarding 
legislation prohibiting Governing Board members and District 
employees from engaging in any activity that would be in con¬ 
flict with their duties, such as financial interest in any contract 
made by the Board. 

After the Consent items were passed, the Board members 
discussed issues such as the annual California School Board 
Association (CSBA) conference in Long Beach that many of 
them had attended. A proposed reception for student artwork 
at the District office was also mentioned. Before the Govern¬ 
ing Board adjourned to closed session, they discussed the joint 
City Council/School Board meeting to be held in the Council 
Chambers conference room on the evening of Dec. 14.

Contractors and others who dig into the dirt and local streets 
as part of their construction work may soon have an extra 
measure of comfort that their heavy equipment won’t hit any 
unexpected underground obstacles — like a natural gas pipe¬ 
line. 

Southern California Gas Co. has begun using an experi¬ 
mental high-tech device that fills gas pipelines with sound, 
which can be detected above the ground to show where the 
underground pipe is located. Gas Company crews then mark 
that location with paint so excavators can avoid the area. 

"This device could be another improvement for the 
company’s .‘locate and mark’ function, which has already 
made great gains in safety and efficiency,” said Helen Romero 
Shaw, district manager for The Gas Company, adding that the 
utility is eager to continue the four-year decline in damages 
to facilities resulting from excavators nicking its pipelines. 

Between 1990 and 1994, damages to company facilities 
resulting from excavators that dig into pipelines because of 
inaccurate pipe location marks decreased by about 50 percent, 
from 485 to 249, cites Romero Shaw. This decrease — attrib¬ 
uted to improving technology and a recent law making con¬ 
tractors more accountable, among other things -has occurred 
even though the number of locate and mark activities has 
stayed the same or increased slightly, according to Romero 
Shaw. 

And now The Gas Company is experimenting with sound 
waves to protect its distribution and customer service pipes, 
and make the streets even safer. 

Here’s how the acoustic pipe locator works. A speaker, 
connected to a nearby gas meter, emits sound waves that travel 
back to the main and 1,000 feet within the pipe in either di¬ 
rection. Another device, called a “geophone,” measures the 
strength of the sound underground. By finding the spot above 
ground that produces the loudest sound detected by the geo¬ 
phone, field employees can find the location of the under¬ 
ground pipe. 

The Gas Company currently uses other equipment that 
detects electric current to find and locate its pipes, according 
to Romero Shaw. The pipe is installed with a locating wire, 
through which field employees can pass an electric current 
when asked to locate the line. But if the locating wire is dam¬ 
aged or missing, finding the pipes can bedifficult. 

The acoustic pipe locator eliminates the need for a locat¬ 
ing wire, so it’s even more effective, says Romero Shaw, 
adding that further testing is needed before the company de-

Ogden Boden, 88, a former aircraft designer who help cre¬ 
ated the WWn F-51 Mustang fighter. A graduate of Stanford 
University in aeronautical engineering, Boden went to work 
in the 1930s for North American Aviation and in 1940 co-de- 
signed and then supervised the construction of tyhe Mustang 
in a lightning 100 days. He went on to help lead his industry 
into the rocket and space age era, guiding the technical con¬ 
struction of the Santa Susan Rocket Test Facility where North 
American developed large liquid fuel rocket engines.

Hughes Aircraft, in developing design concepts used in the 
lunar rover vehicles for NASA. Boden founded Progresco Co. 
in 1961, manufacturing cord closures that he designed for laun¬ 
dry bags, back packs, shoes and other items.
